N. Euclid Ave. Among the public hearings are: : 

— Recodification of portions of the Upland Municipal Code addressing 
Chapter 1 on zoning and regulations and Chapter 2 on subdivisions. The 
proposal is intended as a reorganization of the code, not substantive changes 
in municipal law. 

— A request for conditional - use permit to establish a private elementary 
school in a commercial - professional zone on 1.6 acres at the southeast cor- 
ner of Seventh Street and Sultana Avenue. The applicant, Brad McColl, is 
resubmitting his plan for Booksbury School after the City Council rejected 
his previous request May 15. Nearby residents have expressed concern over 
potential noise and traffic problems.

= Summer classes cut, 


other decisions delayed 7

As expected, the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District board 
Monday night joined school districts 
throughout the state in canceling 
summer school, including adult 
education classes. 

About 600 parents, students, 
teachers and others packed Merton 
Hill Auditorium at Chaffey High 
School in Ontario for the second 
week in a row to hear how the board 
would cope with reduced revenues 
under the Jarvis - Gann initiative. 

The board voted unanimously to 
restrict busing to and from schoal to 
students living four miles or more 
away, compared to the current two - 
mile limit. The district will cancel 
orders for, seven buses totaling 
$280,000 and save another $95,000 by 
reducing the number of runs next 
year from 26 to six. 

While the board made cuts total- 
ing some $1.1 million, trustees post- 
poned any decision on closing Moun- 
tain High Alternative School in 
Upland and on declaring a formal 
“state of emergency” that could 
allow the board to later forgo agreed 
- on pay increases for teachers and 
other certificated employees. 

Trustees listened for more than an 
hour and a half to appeals — often 
emotional and moving — by 
students, recent graduates, parents 
and teachers to keep Mountain High 
open. 

George Robbins, representing 
Mvers Industrial Properties Inc., 
told the board he had watched the 
speakers on cable television before 
coming to the meeting. He said the 
deadline could be extended for 
notifying the owner of the 
warehouse that serves as home for 
Mountain High. 

The current three - year lease ex- 
pires Aug. 31, and the district deci- 


sion on entering a new lease had 
been due by June 30. 

Superintendent Mike Dirksen 
praised the school and said his 
recommendation that it be closed 
“distresses me deeply.” 

He pointed out that prospects of 
finding funds for a permanent home 
for Mountain High are ‘‘dim,” and 
added closure would save the dis- 
trict about $100,000, including the 
$18,660 lease. 

Robert Erickson,: assistant 
superintendent for instruction, said 
Mountain High’s 206 students could 
be relocated at Valley View High 
School in Ontario and some might 
join evening adult school. At least 
some of the nine Mountain High 
teachers could be reassigned to 
Valley View and others would serve 
elsewhere in the district, he added. 

Nearly 40 speakers requested that 
the board continue the alternative 
school at 1253 W. Ninth St., Upland. 

Students related problems they 
faced at the district’s five com- 
prehensive high schools, and several 
parents and students said many 
would drop out of school altogether 
if Mountain High is closed. 

The board agreed to postpone con- 
sideration of closing Mountain High 
while waiting for state legislation 
telling the district how much 
property tax and state surplus 
money it will receive in 1978-79. 

Representatives of Associated 
Chaffey Teachers and other district 
employees sharply criticized 
Dirksen’s recommendation that the 
board declare a state of emergency. 

Dirksen explained that the action 


would give the board the option of . 


delaying or not granting certificated 
employees a 4 percent pay increase 
July 1 and a 2.75 percent hike next 
February. He estimated the max- 
imum potential savings at $1 


million. 

The board instructed the staff to 
further research the law (SB 120). 
Dirksen said that if action is not 
taken before July 1, the pay in- 
creases would have to be granted as 
part of a legally binding contract. 

While the board reduced bus runs 
for 1978-79, it took no action regar- 
ding use of buses for field trips and 
athletic events. At its meeting June 
12, trustees agreed to send out 
notices for possible termination 
coaches and other extra - duty per- 
sonnel. ; 

Dirksen has not recommended 
canceling athletics or other 
programs involved, but said that 
notification must be given before 
July 1 in case funds are not 
available. 

Dirksen said 40-50 seniors in the 
district had counted on summer 
school to complete graduation re- 
quirements. 

At Upland High School, some 1,200 
students had registered for summer 
classes. 

Upland Elementary 

The Upland Elmentary School 
District board last week also cancel- 
ed its, summer school program. 

Superintendent George Renworth 
has estimated the district overall 
loss at $1.5 million under the Jarvis - 
Gann initiative. 

Upland trustees are studying a list 
of possible cuts including higher 
class size, a shorter school calendar 
and sharply reduced transportation 
expenses with most busing 
eliminated. 

At a meeting with district 
employees June 16, Renworth re- 
quested teachers and ad- 
ministrators forgo agreed upon cost 
- of - living pay increases to help 
avoid layoffs of classified 
employees.

Olympics cycling track proposed locally

If the 1984 Olympic Games come 
to Los Angeles, they might also 
touch Claremont, Montclair and 
Upland 

That ‘if’ is one of the uncertain- 
ties facing a $ million - $7 million 
proposal by Claremont Men's 
College for a bicycling velodrome 
and other sports facilities in an 83 - 
acre rock quarry owned by Con- 
solidated Rock Co 

Steven Maaranen — associate 
professor of political science and 
cycling coach at Claremont Men's 
College — said that while a contract 
for the site might be renegotiated if 
plans for the Games fall through, 
“everything hinges on the Olympics 
at the moment.” 

Maaranen and Jack Stark, presi- 
dent of the college, are prime 
movers behind the proposal for tite 
sports site. Conrock has agreed to 
turn over the 83 - acre quarry to the 
college at no cost if the Olympics 
come to Los Angeles and if the site 
is selected for track cycling events, 
Maaranen noted. 

Four of the six Olympic cycling 
events are sprints performed on a 
333 - meter track with heavily bank- 
ed turns in a velodrome. 

The other two events are road 
races, which the college’s proposal 
tentatively shows circling Pud- 
dingstone Reservoir in Los Angeles 
County's Frank G. Bonelli Park. 

The sports park site is bounded by 
Claremont. Boulevard to the west, 
Arrow Highway (Sixth Street in 
Claremont) to the south, Foothill 
Boulevard to the north and an im- 
aginary extension of Padua Avenue 
to the east. 

Bisected by the boundary for San 
Bernardino and Los Angeles coun- 
ties on a southwest - to - northeast 
diagonal, the western half of the 
land is in Claremont and eastern 
half is unincorporated county 
territory within Upland’s sphere of 
influence. 

Maaranen said plans for a joint 
meeting with planning represen- 
tatives from the three cities have 
been postponed until the picture 
becomes clearer on whether Los 
Angeles will hold the 1984 Olympics. 

As of today, the city of Los 
Angeles has 39 days left in which to 
sign a contract giving the city and 
the U.S. Olympic Committee full 
financial responsibility for conduc- 
ting the Summer Games. 

Los Angeles officials have balked 
at terms of the International Olym- 
pic Committee, and three 
businessmen on a committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Tom Bradley 
moved last week to incorporate a 
private, nonprofit Los Angeles 
Olympic Organizing Committee. 

The purpose of the committee is

to bring the Games to Los Angeles 
without any financial liability for 
the city. 

If the Olympics come to Los 
Angeles, Maaranen said he believes 
there is a ‘‘good chance” the track 
cycling events could be held at the 
quarry site. 

Although the quarry site faces 
competition from a rival proposal to 
build the velodrome at Pierce 
College in Los Angeles. the local 
plan has won the endorsements of 
the U.S. Cycling Federation and 
Southern California Committee for 
the Olympic Games, a private group 
made up of former U.S. Olympic 
athletes. 

In addition to the velodrome, 
which would seat 10,000 for the 
Olympics, early plans show a 
stadium for football and soccer 
(where Claremont High School 
could play its home football games ). 
about a half dozen playing fields for 
soccer and other sports, recreations 
rooms and tennis courts. 

Maaranen said the land could also 


include picnic areas 

He pointed out the terrain would 
be sculptured and landscaped to 
avoid the appearance of a ‘‘giant 
gravel pit into which several sports 
facilities have been dropped.” 

Because the site straddles two 
counties and two cities, Maaranen 
noted it will probably double the 
paperwork necessary to get the 
proposal off the ground. Approval of 
an environmental impact report for 
the proposal would be a key factor in 
making the sports complex a reali- 
ty 


However. Maaranen does not 
foresee many adverse impacts from 
the sports facilities. Traffic would 
have access from Claremont and 
Foothill boulevards and the 10,000 
fans at the Olympics would be a one 
- shot gathering, he said 


Only 3,000 - 4,000 of the velodrome 
seats would be permanent. 
Maaranen pointed out the 
velodrome could be converted for 
tennis, swimming or a theater in the

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round, in addition to cycling, after 
the 1984 Olympics. 

Because of uncertainties about the 
1984 Olympics, the college’s plan 
has not been widely circulated out- 
side Claremont. Questioned last 
week, Upland Planning Director Bill 
Young said he had not heard of the 
sports proposal. 

Upland has long - range plans fora 
more modest sports complex of its 
own once the current dump has been 
filled and its contents settle. 

Maaranen and Stark noted that 
none of the plans are fixed and could 
be altered to suit the needs of sur- 
rounding communities 

Stark estimated the velodrome 
alone — with a team room and park- 
ing — would run roughly $2 million. 

Maaranen said the Olympic 
designation would be a key factor in 
raising money to develop the site. 
Private companies and foundations 
would be more likely to contribute 
funds if the Olympics come to the 
quarry site, he said. 

He added that the Southern 
California Committee for the Olym- 
pic Games has $500,000 earmarked 
toward building a velodrome. 
Maaranen also said federal funds 
could be available for the complex 
as a joint venture of the college and 
local governments. 

While conceding the recent 
passage of Proposition 13 may make 
local jurisdictions hesitant to com- 
mit funds, Maaranen said he did not 
know how much the property tax 
limitation initiative will affect the 
sports proposal. 

By sharing the expense and the 
authority, the college hopes to keep 
the cost down for each entity, he 
added. He said the college wants to 
form a nonprofit corporation with 
itself, local governments and 
possibly others as members. 

So far, Claremont Men’s College 
has paid the bills of Tosier and 
Associates, the Claremont firm 
which has drawn up initial plans. 

Maaranen and Stark’s interest in 
cycling led them to pursue the idea 
for the velodrome when Los Angeles 
was named the Olympic site. 

Maaranen said the United States 
currently has just 12 velodromes, 
none of which meet the standards of 
the International Cycling Federa- 
tion. He said poor facilities put U.S. 
athletes at a disadvantage. 


He knows the situation first - 
hand. Maaranen was a member of 
the 1968 U.S. Olympic cycling team 
in the 4,000 - meter team pursuit. 


Maaranen said the proposal is a 
rare opportunity to obtain free land 
for recreation and that the sports 
complex would be one of the best 
uses to replace the ‘‘eyesore’’ 
quarry.

Board rejects free lunch plan 


County supervisors decided last week they won't seek 
a federal grant that would pay for 650 lunches daily in 16 
summer youth programs. 

The supervisors rejected by a 41 vote the county 
Community Services Department's proposal for a $45,000 
grant. 

In a rare public split, the West End’s two county 
supervisors lined up on opposite sides of the issue. 
Chairman Robert O. Townsend of Chino was the lone 
supervisor who favored the grant application. Supervisor 
Joseph Kamansky of Upland voted with the majority. 

Kamansky said government spending ‘‘has to stop 
someplace.”’ 

‘All programs are good, and this happens to he a good 
program, but where do you start and stop?’’ Kamansky 
asked. 

Townsend said summer youth programs in San 
Bernardino and Ontario will have federally supported 
free lunches through special arrangements with the 
county’s two largest cities ; 

“The rest of the county would go without unless we 
supported this program,’’ Townsend said. 

Of the 16 summer youth programs at which the free 
lunches would have been served, six are located in the 
West End. 

James Fare, administrator of the county Human 
Resources Agency, defended the grant request by calling 
it an extension of the school lunch program. 


“Tt sounds to me like we’re venturing into a nutrition 
program for youth,” Supervisor James L. Mayfield of 
Apple Valley replied 


Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger of Yucaipa argued 
that such a program would encourage parents to be less 
responsible for their children. 


He said it assumed that parents have no responsibility 
for daytime feeding of their children if they are not in 
school during the summer. He added 


“I happen to believe this program is an infringement 
upon the family. It is weaning children away from 
parental responsibility and teaching parents to be

County employees told the board 
of supervisors Monday they aren’t 
prepared to delay pay increases 
they are scheduled to receive July 1, 
despite Proposition 13’s passage. 

But the representative of the 
largest employees’ association 
didn’t close the door on the 
supervisors’ proposal, which they 
made last week in hopes of saving 
nearly $5 million. 

Richard C. Stearns, general 
manager of the San Bernardino 
Public Employees Association, 
called on the supervisors to do the 
following: 

— Wait until the state Legislature 
decides how the state surplus should 
be spent to provide emergency 
relief to local governments, which 
will lose $7 billion in property tax 
income from the passage of 
Proposition 13. 

San Bernardino County 
government will lose about $41 
million of the $70 million it now 
collects in property taxes. But if the 
state agrees to pay for certain 
programs, the supervisors’ choices 
may not bé as difficult as they would 
be otherwise.

Save money and provide service 
more efficiently, rather than 
considering pay freezes and 
employee layoffs as the first steps in 
cost-cutting. 

Once that is done, ‘‘at that point 

we have to sit down and look at the 
other alternatives,’ Stearns, whose 
association represents nearly 90 
percent of county employees, told 
the supervisors. 
‘Under a three-year contract 
expiring in 1980, the 6,300 employees 
represented by the association are 
scheduled to receive pay increases 
of 5 percent July 1. 


Two other groups of employees — 
550 deputy marshals, and 100 
sheriff's and marshal’s sergeants, 
lieutenants and captains — are also 
entitled to pay increases under con- 
tracts running through mid - 1979. 


Those groups are represented by 
the Sheriff's Employees Benefit 
Association. 

Unless both associations azree to 
modify their contracts, the pay 
increases will be granted 
automatically and will amount to 
$4.7 million in the year starting July 
1 

Stearns agreed with Supervisor 
Joseph Kamansky that since 
employee salaries and benefits 





account for most of the budget, 
substantial cuts that might be 
required would probably involve pay 


_ freezes and employee layoffs. 


‘Sooner or later you must get 
there,’’ Stearns told the Upland 
supervisor. ‘‘The question is 
whether you go there first or only 
after you’ve exhausted your other 
remedies.”’ 


“It seems that when something 
like this hits, the fastest way to go 
(for savings) is to go to the 
employees and ask for sacrifices,”’ 
Stearns said. 

The employees also remember the 
$3.5 million in surplus funds that 
turned up at the last minute to 
balance the 1976-77 budget, ‘‘and the 
board lost a great deal of 
credibility,’’ Stearns said. 


Supervisor Dennis L. Hansberger 
of Yucaipa said the problem is 
made more difficult because the 
salary increases are scheduled for 
July 1, but that budget cuts won't be 
considered until August, at the 
recommendation of County 
Administrative Officer Earl 
Goodwin. 

“We're asking you to look at 
something that’s not comfortable to 
look at,” he said.

Bureaucracy is no 
answer to problems

The question of how best 
California’s land should be 
used and what regulations 
and restrictions should be 
placed on that usage is a 
problem of great concern 
for Californians today. 

Faced with the prospect 
of uncontrolled urban 
sprawl, diminishing natural 
resources and potentially 
severe damage to our en- 
vironment, California 
citizens are demanding that 
their elected officials adopt 
a more considered, long- 
range strategy of land-use 
and development, so that 
the future of our state may 
be protected. 

This public demand is a 
justifiable response to a 
very serious problem, but 
the response of government 
on the state level has not 
been so praiseworthy. 
Blinded to all other possible 
solutions by their undying 
faith in the infallibility of 
bureaucracy. the 
regulatory zealots in our ad- 
ministration and the 
legislature have responded 
to the problem by trying to 
strip cities and counties of 
any say at all in the plan- 
ning process and placing the 
whole of this authority in 
the hands of an all- 
powerful, centralized state 
agency 

The perfect example of 
this tendency is seen in the 
creation of the California 
Coastal Commission two 
years ago. Originally con- 
ceived of as a state-level 
mediator of local problems 
and conflicts, the Coastal 
Commission has exploited 
its veto power over local 
plans and proposals to the 
extent that it effectively 
dictates land-use policy for 
the whole of California’s 
thousand-mile coastline 

This tendency is also seen 
in a number of land-use 
planning proposals current- 
ly under consideration by 


the legislature. Governor 
Brown's 45-point ‘‘urban 
strategy package.” for ex- 
ample, contains several 


bills aimed at centralizing 
all urban land-use, growth 
and redevelopment 
Ppriority-setting and 
decisions in state agencies. 

in a similar vein, a bill to 
preserve agricultural lands 
by Assemblyman Victor 
Calvo (D-Mountain View) 
calls for the creation of an 
all-powerful state agency 
(the Agriculture Resources 
Council) along the same 
lines as the Coastal Com- 
mission. 

The Agriculture 
Resources Council would be 
composed almost wholly of 
state officials and guber- 
natorial appointees, with 
limited input from local 
government and 
agricultural interest, and 
would have the same un- 
limited veto power over 
local plans and proposals as 
the Coastal Commission. 

Fortunately, Calvo’s bill 
is unlikely to be enacted in 
its pure form because of op- 
position from the state 
Senate, which has passed its 
own agricultural land- 
preservation bill. 

This bill authored by 
Sens. George Zenovich (D- 
Fresno) and _ John 
Garamendi (D-Stockton), is 
very similar to the Calvo 
bill in most respects. But 
the state-level agency it 
sets up would be composed 
of representatives of local 
government and agriculture 
and would serve only as a 
“court of last resort’’ when 
local plans conflict with 
statewide interests 

If an agricultural land- 
preservation bill does pass 
this year, it will most likely 
represent a compromise 
between these two bills. 

Such a compromise is 
better than nothing. But 
the fact that one effort to 
graft another layer onto our 


ponderous state-level 
bureaucracy has_ possibly 
been thwarted hardly 


represents a decisive vic- 
trory 

The ultimate objective of 
the most zealous 
proponents of strict, state-

level land-use regulation, 
such as the Sierra Club, is 
the creation of a regulatory 
super-agency with total and 
unlimited control over all 
local plans and programs. 

And although two bills 
designed to create such an 
agency have already gone 
down to defeat (one in 1974 
and one in 1976), it's a sure 
bet that yet another will be 
emerging soon. 

All those proposals pose a 
serious threat to our 
cherished concepts of in- 
dividual freedom and home 
rule. By taking away local 
government’s voice in 
decisions central to its own 
welfare, they chip away at 
local autonomy and leave 
all California’s citizens 
more and more dependent 
upon the benevolence of the 
state. 

Further, there is no 
reason to believe that 
decrees handed down by an 
all-powerful bureaucratic 
agency will be as effective 
or as wise as those 
developed by local officials 
under the close scrutiny of 
the public 

Local government is 
clearly in the better posi- 
tion to know what is best for 
its area than a disinterested 
bureaucratic body hundreds 
of miles away. And, unlike 
the bureaucrats who staff 
such agencies, local govern- 
ment officials are account- 
able for their decisions. 

There is no question that 
California must follow a 
more prudent course in its 
land and resource usage 
than it has in its past. But 
tossing away the freedoms 
and responsibilities stem- 
ming from home-rule in a 
blind panis. creates more 
problems than it solves, 
leaving further generations 
a legacy they would rather 
be without

Proposals deal with 
‘Junk’ telephone calls

When Alexander Graham 
Bell received a patent for 
his newly invented 
telephone in 1876, far- 
thinking people of the day 
accurately predicted it 
would cause a revolution in 
world communications, but 
their crystal balls 
apparently failed to foresee 
the problems destined to 
accompany that revolution 

Like many other 
technological advances, 
Bell’s little black box is the 
subject of numerous 
complaints brought to the 
attention of the State 
Legislature 

Ironically, the same 
American inventiveness 
which produced the 
telephone a century ago is 
now blamed for one of the 
problems 


Commercial firms 
which recognized the 
telephone’s weighty 


potential in the sales field 
years ago — have developed 
machines which 
automatically dial phone 
numbers and play a 
recorded message to 
anyone who happens to pick 
up the receiver on the other 
end 

Many Californians who 
pay the bills for the state’s 
estimated 13 million 





telephones have asked 
lawmakers to do something 
about these ‘“‘junk’’ phone 


calls 
Telephone messages, 
they say, are a greater 


nuisance than junk mail 
which can be thrown away 
at their leisure. Even if 
they immediately hang up 
on a junk call which gets 
them out of bed or the 
shower, the computer sales 
pitch continues to tie up 
their phone lines 

An investigation of 
automated telephone 
solicitation devices 
recently was ordered by the 


Public Utilities 
Commission (PUC). Prior 
to the PUC’s 
announcement, two nearly 


identical bills regulating 
junk phone calls were 
introduced into both houses 
of the legislature 

AB 2179 by Assemblyman 
Bill Lockyer (D-San 
Leandro) and SB 1352 by 
Senator John Stull (R- 
Escondido) would allow 
Californians to register, 
with local phone 
companies, their objections 
to receiving commercial 
calls. Solicitation firms 
would be prohibited from 
calling anyone whose name 
is listed in the privacy 
record.

In late January the 
Assembly sent other 
“telephone” legislation to 
the state Senate. The 
measure, AB 43 by 
Assemblyman Richard 
Robinson (D-Garden 
Grove), would make per- 
manent a previous 
legislative prohibition 


against charges for direc- 
tory assistance. 


The temporary ban is 
rooted in telephone 
company plans to charge 
customers each time they 
dial for help in locating a 
phone number.

Church seeks

SAN DIKGO Placing 
an ever-increasing 
emphasis on service to the 
handicapped has been a 
characteristic of the Most 
Rev. Leo T. Maher, 
Catholic Bishop of San 
Diego. His latest move to 
assist the deaf population of 
the diocese entails sending 
two representatives to a 
summer workshop at the 
only four-year liberal arts 
college for the deaf in the 
United States 

Anna Espana, a student at 
the University of San Diego 
and coordinator for the 
Catholic Deaf Circle, along 
with Chris Potter, a 
diocesan seminarian, will 
travel to Washington D.C., 
for the summer program at 
Gallaudet College 

Both will be taking 
classes that will increase 
their ability to serve the 
needs of the deaf of San 
Diego. Specifically, they 
will deal with questions 
relating to deafness and the 
deaf community as well as 
sign language. They will be 
exposed to many religious 
or pastoral experiences of 
the deaf Christian. The 
summer seminar includes 
trips to various 
organizations for the deaf in 
the Washington area 

The Diocese of San Diego 
encompasses more than 35,- 
000 square miles of the 
counties of San Diego, San 
Bernardino, Riverside and 
Imperial

During the year 1978, 
Project HOPE celebrates 
20 years of medical 
teaching and training on 
five continents 

HOPE, the project a ship 
launched, was started in 
1958 by Dr. William B. 


Walsh “with $150 and a lot | 


of faith 
people.”’ Recalling the ear- 
ly days of the Project, Dr 
Walsh has said: “I knew 
then that to go to disadvan- 
taged areas of the world 
solely for the purpose of 
treatment would be like 
walking through quicksand, 
so our programs would 
emphasize teaching to so 
improve their skills that 
they could meet their own 
problems and be self - suf- 
ficient.” 

It took two years to refit 
the 15,000 ton Navy 
hospital ship, U.S.S. Con- 
solation, which was 
rechristened the S.S. 
HOPE. The call was put out 
for American doctors, 
nurses and technologists to 
share their knowledge with 
the people of developing 
nations. 

For every American on 
board there would be a 
counterpart to be trained. 
From its beginning, the 
HOPE concept captured the 
imagination of the world. 

On Sept. 22, 1960 at 4:12 

m., the §.S. HOPE pulled 
away from Pier 50-A under 
clear San Francisco skies. 
Aboard were ,the finest 
medical professionals, 
selected from thousands of 
applicants. The mission was 
unprecedented. Never 
before had a peacetime 
hospital ship sailed the 
ocean 

Indonesia and South Viet- 
nam were the first ports of 
call. By the end of that in- 
augural mission 300 nurses 
and 200 doctors had been 
trained. Some 20 nations 
around the world had asked 
to be next in line for a 
HOPE visit. 

Peru was chosen because 


in the American | 


assistance was needed 
desperately and the staff 
felt it could be most effec- 
tive there. In May of 1962 
the S.S. HOPE sailed again 
from San Francisco, this 
time for the city of Trujillo, 
in northern Peru. 

The arrival was not gala 
The welcoming committee 
was a gray mare and six 
bearded Peruvians waving 
“Yankee, Go Home’”’ signs.

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Ecuador, Guinea, 
Nicaragua, Colombia, 
Ceylon, Tunisia, the West 
Indies, and Natal and 
Macejo in Brazil. 

Project HOPE departed 
from its ship - oriented 
programs in 1969 and begin 
using the teaching techni- 
ques learned abroad in ex- 
isting facilities in the 
American southwest. 

HOPE programs provid- 
ed both careers and health 
knowledge to the Mexican - 
American community of 
Laredo. The first Indian - 
operated hospital and 
hospital system was in- 
augurated by HOPE in the 
United States on the 16 
million - acre Navajo reser- 
vations. Another domestic 
program in El Paso opened 
in 1974. 

In April of 1974 the deci- 
sion was made to retire the 
S.S. HOPE. With the ship no 
longer part of the 
operational capacibility, 
HOPE devoted more atten- 
tion to broadening the 
horizons of land - based 
programs. 

HOPE has been able to 
respond to invitations from 
countries which do not have 
adequate port facilities, 
countries in equal need. 
HOPE now has programs in 
Peru, Tunisia, the Carib- 


bean, Brazil, Colombia, 
Egypt, Poland and 
Guatemala. 


More than 2,500 North 
American medical per- 
sonnel have served with the 


project and HOPE has 
trained over 10,000 
physicians, dentists, 
nurses, and allied health 
personnel. 

HOPE has also pioneered 
new concepts in the use of 
allied and basic health per- 
sonnel; helped establish 
new schools of nursing, den- 


tistry, and physical 
therapy; assisted in the 
development of existing 


teaching institutions; work- 
ed in hospitals to teach and 
implement improved 
methods of patient care; 
and helped expand public 
health efforts. 

In the process, over 191,- 
000 were treated, more than 
18,750 major operations 


conducted, and over three, 


million benefited from the 
services involved. In Latin 
America alone the work of 
the Project HOPE has 
result in a $100 million in- 
vestment by host countries 
in their own medical in- 
stitutions. 

Since 1958 Project HOPE 
has succeeded in es- 
tablishing tremendous 
credibility throughout the 
world. In Ecuador HOPE 
doctors introduced corneal 
transplants. In Ceylon heart 
valve surgery and training 
programs in the field of 


cancer scanning for women ff 


were introduced. 
Throughout northeast 


Brazil HOPE sparked crea- | 


tion of a network of im- 
proved health educational 
resources for upgrading 


nursing. HOPE programs in 
Natal (Brazil) were respon- 
sible, at least in part, for a 
drop in infant mortality 
from 110 per thousand in 
1975 to a record low of 84 in 
1976. Hope has been respon- 
sible for four of the six well- 
child clnics in Natal. 

Tn Colombia the Universi- 
ty Hospital of Cartagena 
was built as a result of 
HOPE’s mission to the 
port city in 1967. Due to 
HOPE’s university - level 
program, faculty and ad- 
ministrators were able to 
assume responsibility for 
operation of Peru’s only 
school of nursing north of 
Lima. Later in Trujillo, 
HOPE provided graduate 
education in the field of 
special education, the first 
program of this type in that 
country. 

An outstanding example 
of international understan- 
ding and cooperation has 
developed in the HOPE - 
Egypt - H.E.W. Secretariat 
Medical Exchange 
program, with American 
scientists traveling to 
Egypt and Egyptian 
professionals coming to the 
United States. 

By early 1979 Project 
HOPE will have fulfilled 
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plans for a new Project 
HOPE Health Sciences 
Education and Research 
Center in Millwood, 
Virginia. The center, will 
also serve as the new 
‘“thome’’ for the project. 


No contributions to 
regular Project HOPE 
operational activities are 
being used for construction 
or renovation. The con- 
tributed funds will be utiliz- 
ed only to support HOPE’s 
worldwide health education 
programs. 


At the center, HOPE will 
establish a program of 
scholars - in - residence — 
men and women. with sab- 
batical leave — whose 
wisdom and experience can 
challenge national and in- 
ternational health problems 
and produce research which 
meets the highest academic 
standards. 


Also active at the new 
center will be the HOPE 
Health Policy Committee, 
made up of leaders in the 
field of health care 
delivery. The committee 
will conduct its series of 
seminars on the theme 
“Health and public policy.”

For example, elephant 
seals — large animals, who 
enjoy soaking in the water 
and crawling on land — will 
have wading pools and large 
patio areas. On the other 
hand, dolphins will have a 
large pool to accommodate 
their ability as expert 
swimmers. 

The baby animals will be 
separated from the large 
adults to give them a fair 
chance at recovery. ‘The 
marine bird area is very 
special, because usually a 
bird is treated in a cage,” 
explains Kym Murphy, 
director of operations. The 
birds will have large spaces 
to walk, spread their wings 
and swim. 

There will also be 
confined holding areas and 
pools for those animals that 
need to be quarantined or 
that require intensive care. 
These areas have been 
designed to minimize 
human handling while 
medicating or running tests 
on the animals. 

Indoor areas will be 
available for very small, 
immature animals that 
require special heat lamps 
and 24-hour attention which 
would include bottle 
feeding. 


The laboratory will be a 
fully-equipped facility 
which will turn out 
immediate results on blood 
tests and skin cultures, and 
also serve as a water 
quality testing area 


Immunizations and 
surgery will be performed 
in the lab along with other 
special procedures 
prescribed by the 
consulting veternarian. A 
fully stocked pharmacy will 
also be in the marine 
animal care center, for use 


in administering vitamins 
and antibiotics. 

This unique facility is a 
direct result of 
Marineland’s one-of-a-kind 
stranded animal program. 
In 1970 Marineland joined 
forces with the Los Angeles 
County Health Department 
to rescue and treat animals 
and assist in monitoring 
trends in marine mammal 
diseases and deaths as they 
pertain to natural or man- 
made conditions. 
Marineland has continued 
to assist in this type of 
research. 

“Marineland has been the 
only hope for sea-mammals 
and birds that are stranded 
on beaches ranging from 
Malibu to Huntington,” said 
Michael J. Downs, general 
manager. 

‘Our curators, with 
proper veterinarial 
supervision have 
consistently managed to 
save at least 30 percent of 
these waifs. Most are young 
and, when brought to us, are 
on the verge of dying of 
malnutrition, parasitic 
infections or injuries.” 

‘“Those we do 
successfully nurse back to 
health go on, where 
practicable,. to ‘foster’ 
homes consisting of 
aquariums, sea life parks 
and zoological gardens 
throughout the nation. 
Others are returned to their 
natural habitat,’ he said. 

Brad Andrews, 
Marineland’s assistant 
curator of mammals, 
pointed out that the 
stranded animal program, 
which has been ongoing for 
over eight years involves 
not only curing parasitic 
infections but treating gun- 
shot wounds, removing fish 
hooks and sludge by 
animals immersed in oil 
slicks 

‘We set, when possible. 
broken wings and injured 
feet. And in the case of very 
young stranded mammals 
we hbottle-feed them with 
special formulas every 
three hours around the 
clock,” he noted 

When an animal is 
rescued by an agency or 
private citizen, it is brought 
to the marine animal care 
center 

A complete physical and 
any tests deemed 
necessary, are performed,

diagnosis made, therapy 
given, antibiotics 
administered (if necessary) 
and, of course, the animal is 
fed. 

Once a stranded animal 
has fully recovered. the 
decision is made where it 
will live. The animal may 
find a permanent home at 
Marineland or _ be 
transferred to another 
animal park in the United 
States. 

“This choice is usually 
the case when an animal 
has taken a lengthy period 
of time to recover; he or 
she has then become too 
dependent on people to 
successfully return to the 
wild,’ according to Tom 
Otten, head curator 

Adopting animals out to 
other facilities is an 
intergral part of the 
Stranded animal program. 
Marineland’s beached 
animal transfer program 
will virtually wipe out any 
further hunting or trapping 
of most marine mammals 
for display purposes. 

The other living 
arrangement choice for 
these animals is returning 

- the animal to its natural 
habitat. The Marineland 
staff has devised a training 
program to reteach animals 
to hunt for their own food. 
In June of 1977 the success 
of this program was 
witnessed with the release 
of eight California Sea 
Lions at Santa Barbara. 

“It is our sincere hope to 
reintroduce many more 
animals back to their 
natural habitat,’’ says 
Otten. 


Due to overwhelming 
public interest in the park’s 
animals, a unique feature 
has been included in the 
marine animal care center 
A glass lab area, equipped 
with two-way microphones, 
will enable visitors to view 
and ask questions about 
medical procedures being 
conducted by the attending 
lab technicians. 


With the new facility. the 
staff at Marineland 
anticipates an excellent 
marine animal health care 
program, and looks forward 
to the opportunity of 
sharing this unique 
experience with the public /

You and Your Pet 


Pet skin tumor 
needs diagnosis

Your pet’s skin is a sen- 
sitive organ that performs 
numerous functions impor- 
tant for its survival. Like 
any organ, it is susceptible 
to injury — cuts, infection, 
and sometimes 
troublesome tumors 

A tumor is usually defin- 
ed as an uncontrolled 
growth of tissue. Tumors 
can be benign or malignant. 
A benign tumor is usually 
slow-growing, round or oval 
in shape and generally does 
not interfere with the func- 
tioning of the pet’s vital 
organs 

In contrast, a malignant 
tumor often grows rapidly 
and destroys normal tissue 
Cells from a malignant 
tumor can break off and 
travel through the 
bloodstream to other parts 
of the body. 

The most common form 
of benign skin tumors in 
dogs are warts. Generally 
seen in older dogs, warts 
can appear singly or in 
groups. Warts pose no 
threat to the pet unless they 
are irritated by friction 
from a collar, the floor or 
other hard surface. In such 
cases, your veterinarian 
may recommend surgical 
removal of the wart so it 
does not become infected 

Of course not all skin 
tumors appear as warts 
Some tumors resemble 
festering sores or small 
growths under the skin that 
you feel rather than see 
The tumor may be a firm, 
enclosed mass shifting un- 
der the pressure of your 
fingers or an inflamed fluid- 
filled cyst 

The female dogs, what 
appears to be a skin tumor 
on the underside of the body 
can be a breast tumor and 
should be examined by a 
veterinarian. As with other 
tumors in dogs, most are 
benign and can be readily 
removed 

The treatment 
recommended for skin 
tumors is not always sur- 
gery. Sometimes X-ray 
treatment is effective: 
often specific types of 
‘tumors disappear spon- 
taneously over one to three 
months. But only your 
‘eterinarian should select 
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the proper treatment. 

Skin tumors are more 
serious when they occur in 
cats. In more than 5 per- 
cent of the cases, these 
tumors are malignant and 
should be surgically remov- 
ed. Certain breeds seem es- 
pecially prone to ulcerating 
growths along the tips of the 
ears — possibly as a result 
of too much sun 

Generally, there is no 
sure way for the average 
pet owner to distinguished a 
benign tumor from a malig- 
nant one. In fact, veterinary 
research has not yet iden- 
tified all possible causes for 
tumors in pets 

Viruses seem to be 
primary agents, but 
parasites, bodily injury or 
exposure to certain 
chemicals also contribute 
to tumor growth. Any lump 
or growth on or under the 
skin is potentially serious 
It's important to consult 
your veterinarian for 
diagnosis and treatment at 
the first sign of an unusual 
growth
